2. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102b as being 
anticipated by Schneider et al. 

Schneider discloses an A.C. powered smoke detector 
with continuous back-up battery supervision. Diode 46 
is the semiconductor switch that disables the D.C. power 
supply 44 from providing power to the system when the 
A.C. power supply is operable. Note column 3 lines 
11-26. Figure 1 shows leads which connect the battery 
44 with the test load 102, 104, 106. PUT 108 compares 
the battery's voltage from potentiometer 102 with the 
minimum reference voltage from zener diode 98. See 
column 6 lines 8-37. 

3. Claims 16-18 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limi- 
tations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
